STAGGERING 


5,000 seek treatment after binge-drinking 


THE number of peo¬ 
ple being admitted to 
A&E at hospitals in 
Northamptonshire for 
alcohol-related issues 
have risen by almost 
a quarter in the past 
three years. 

Government figures re¬ 
leased in response to a Par¬ 
liamentary question from 
Labour MP for Northamp¬ 
ton North, Sally Keeble, 
showed almost 5,000 peo¬ 
ple were taken to hospital 
and treated for the effects 
of binge drinking between 
March 2008 and April 2009, 
compared with less than 
4,000 in 2006/07. 

Mrs Keeble, who request¬ 
ed the data from the Depart¬ 
ment for Health after speak¬ 
ing to staff at Northampton 
General Hospital, said the 
statistics were “staggering”. 
She said: “There is a whole 
range of concerns around 
this issue. The health im¬ 
pact of binge drinking is 
perhaps more easily quan¬ 
tifiable, but people are also 
concerned about the crime 
impact. 

“When I spoke to staff 
at NGH they had concerns 
about the number of young 
people who were taken to 


hospital and needing to be 
hydrated as a result of binge 
drinking.” 

Admissions of those aged 
between 16 and 24 rose to 
679 in 2008/09, compared 
with 535 in 2006/07, mean¬ 
ing 10 young people each 
week in the county have to 
be treated for drinking too 
much alcohol. 

Mrs Keeble said the num¬ 
bers were disproportion¬ 
ately high for a county of 
Northamptonshire’s size. 
She said: “If you consider 
the size of our population, 
we must rank among the 
very worst for admissions.” 

Piers Massey, nurse con¬ 
sultant at NGH’s A&E de¬ 
partment, said the reason 
for the rise was due to an 
increase in the number of 
middle-aged people coming 
to hospital with chronic al¬ 
cohol problems. 

He said: “These figures 
relate to alcohol conditions, 
and so will include those 
whose livers are not work¬ 
ing after years of drinking. 

“Friday nights will al¬ 
ways be busy, but where we 
are seeing the increase is 
among the 35 plus age group 
who may now be creating 
alcohol dependencies drink¬ 
ing wine at home.”

MP wants 
strict rules 

PROPOSALS to stamp out binge 
drinking do not go far enough to 
stop youngsters abusing alcohol, 
MP Sally Keeble has said. 

Mrs Keeble, who has been cam¬ 
paigning for a minimum price for al¬ 
cohol units, welcomed changes pro¬ 
posed by Government on Tuesday, 
which included banning promotions 
such as buy-one-get-one-free or “all- 
you-can-drink” sessions. 

But she said: “The key problems 
will still be price and availability. 
Teenagers do not have access to vast 
amounts of money and yet they are 
able to go out and get very drunk. 

“The concerns this raises are 
huge. Young people tend to drink in 
public places, because they cannot 
get into nightclubs and pubs to get 
served. They could be leaving them¬ 
selves at risk of assault if they get 
drunk and pass out. 

“A minimum price for alcohol 
would not hurt businesses in the 
alcohol industry, as it would allow 
them to compete with big supermar¬ 
kets.” 

She added she would continue to 
campaign for more to be done about 
the problem, and said: “It’s welcome 
that the Government is tackling the 
binge drinking in pubs and clubs. 

“However, there has to be a lev¬ 
el playing field between pubs and 
clubs and the supermarkets which 
sell alcohol at discounted prices.”

A LIST revealing all the sites in 
Northampton which are being 
targeted by supermarkets has 
been revealed. 

The West Northamptonshire Devel¬ 
opment Corporation (WNDC) has pub¬ 
lished the document which reveals a 
number of sites where Tesco, Waitrose 
and Lidl want to build new stores. 

The list also shows plans which firms 
have to expand existing supermarkets 
as well as other areas of the town which 
have been identified as possible sites for 
stores. 

Among the largest revelations is con¬ 
firmation of the long-rumoured possibil¬ 
ity of Tesco taking over the former Royal 
Mail sorting office in Barrack Road. 

The WNDC’s documents show Tesco 


had meetings with the organisation to 
discuss the mail site in September last 
year and more are planned for the fu¬ 
ture. 

Other plans also highlighted by Tesco 
show the firm has scaled back its plans 
to expand its Mereway store and is con¬ 
sidering expanding its Weston Favell 
branch. 

Discussing the Barrack Road plans, 
Tesco spokesman, Tony Fletcher, said: 
“This has been discussed, we can’t deny 
that, but there’s no formal conclusion.” 

The WNDC’s documents also reveal 
meetings were held with Waitrose in 
November to discuss building a store 
similar to its Kingsthorpe branch near 
to the Wyevale Garden Centre in New¬ 
port Pagnell Road, Wootton.

A TODDLER with a rare 
form of cancer celebrated 
his second birthday with 
family and friends last 
weekend by watching 
the Northampton Saints' 
Heineken Cup, game after 
spending months in hos¬ 
pital. 

Parents Rachel and Ben King- 
ham were delighted to be able 
to take their son Arthur, who 
turned two on Saturday, to the 
Saints v Perpignan game at Fran¬ 
klin’s Gardens. 

Arthur has been in Leicester 
Royal Infirmary hospital since 
May last year. He was diagnosed 
with a cancer called rhabdoma- 
yasarco which affects soft tissue. 
In Arthur’s case it was in his 
thigh. 


Mrs Kingham, aged 35, of Maw- 
sley, said: “We found a small 
lump in March of last year and in 
May Arthur was diagnosed with 
cancer. The diagnosis came out of 
the blue and we started the treat¬ 
ment immediately.” 

In August last year the situa¬ 
tion looked bleak. 

“We got to the stage where we 
were hours from having his leg 
amputated and that we were fac¬ 
ing a life without Arthur. But in 
the end the treatment shrunk his 
tumour and he is doing a lot bet¬ 
ter. He had an operation in No¬ 
vember to remove two of his four 
quadriceps muscles.” 

With the intense hospital treat¬ 
ment, any time the family can re¬ 
store a sense of normality is pre¬ 
cious. The chance to watch the 
Saints was a special moment for 
Rachel, Ben and Arthur. 


“Arthur was excited to be 
watching all the people running 
around,” Mrs Kingham said. 

“He was a bit scared to see so 
many people as we have been in 
hospital for so long, but he was 
looking around and taking it all 
in.” 

Arthur was unable to see all 
of the game as he started to feel 
unwell and had to return to the 
hospital. 

Even though the family have 
had to cope with Arthur’s ill¬ 
ness, they say they are happy to 
still have their smiling, happy lit¬ 
tle boy and count themselves 
lucky. 

Mrs Kingham said: “We have 
seen so many people come and 
go in hospital. Some people lose 
their children, we are the lucky 
ones.” Eventually we will be 
bringing him home.”

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Bug hits hospital 


THE norovirus vomiting 
bug has caused the closure 
of two wards at North¬ 
ampton General Hospital 
and infected 64 members 
of staff. 

The outbreak of the winter 
vomiting virus - called a norovi¬ 
rus - began at NGH on December 
10 and since that time patients on 
eight different wards have con¬ 
tracted it. In total an estimated 
112 patients have had the bug as 
of this week. 

Sue Hardy, director of nurs¬ 
ing, who is in charge of infection 
control, said NGH had reduced 
the amount of time it allowed 
visitors on site, and is allowing 


only one visitor to each patient 
at a time, 

She said: “We appreciate that 
this may mean some difficulty 
for visitors, but we are review¬ 
ing the situation on a daily ba¬ 
sis as the picture is constantly 
changing and our visiting policy 
will reflect that. 

“We ask that people do not 
visit if they have had any symp¬ 
toms of diarrhoea and or vomit¬ 
ing within the past 48 hours, and 
that they not only wash their 
hands thoroughly before they 
visit, but also use the foaming 
hand sanitiser that is available 
before they enter and as they 
leave our ward areas. 

The hospital said symptoms, 


including projectile vomiting 
and diarrhoea, last for two to 
three days. Staff have been af¬ 
fected and have not returned to 
work until they have been symp¬ 
tom-free for 48 hours. 

Two wards at NGH are cur¬ 
rently closed to admissions, 
discharges to residential and 
nursing homes and inter-ward 
transfers. 

Christine Allen, director 
of operations, said: “We have 
well-developed and tested plans 
for managing inpatient activ¬ 
ity and these have enabled us to 
use our bed capacity flexibly 
while wards have been closed for 
deep cleaning and decontamina¬ 
tion.”

T HE S-MAX remains a unique proposition 
in the seven-seat MPV market, as Steve 
Walker reports. 

As you read this, there are intelligent, 
highly paid executives working throughout 
the automotive industry. These individuals 
are wracking their brains, studying sales 
data and interrogating focus groups in at¬ 
tempts to get a lead on the next niche market 
that’s ripe for exploitation. A few years ago 
now, some bright spark at Ford hit on a 
particularly good one. The resulting Ford 
S-MAX MPV brought previously unheard 
of levels of dynamism to the market for big 
seven-seat vehicles. As the first on the scene, 
Ford raked in the plaudits and its coffers 
swelled accordingly. 

Today, the S-MAX has been around for a 
while but other brands have conspicuously 
failed to top it. From its position of domi¬ 
nance in the market for large family vehicles 
that don’t look and drive like minibuses, 
Ford could have rested easy but instead, it 
undertook a programme of improvements 
on the S-MAX in a bid to maintain its stay 
in the limelight. The latest cars benefit from 
enhancements to the styling, interior quality 
and engine range which genuinely appear to 
move the game forward. 

There was always the suspicion that the 
S-MAX could handle more power than its 
mainstream engines had to offer. Buyers 
wanting to make the most of its fluent han¬ 
dling and alert responses could opt for the 
2.5-litre turbocharged petrol engine but its 
high running costs were a major deterrent 
in a family vehicle. Today’s S-MAX is far 
more able to maximise its fun factor on the 
road, without tipping owners into economic 
meltdown, thanks to some highly advanced 
engines. 

It’s the diesels that will still gain the most 
attention and there are three 2.0-litre units 
to choose from. The 114bhp and 138bhp 
2.0-litre Duratorq units will sound familiar 
but improvements across the board see 
these common-rail injection engines comply 
with EuroV emissions standards while also 
achieving strong refinement and perform¬ 
ance. The range-topping diesel is based on 
the same architecture as the lesser units but 


produces a sizable 161bhp, enough to give a 
fully-laden S-MAX lively performance. 

The sleek exterior lines and quality 
interior make this a large MPV you can feel 
proud about owning.

Jobseekers are landing dream jobs in their area regardless of the economic climate. With the right kind of 
follow-up calls and a fresh approach to CV formatting it is still possible to get the position perfect position, 
even in a market flooded with candidates. 



“I needed to find something that 
suited my expertise, within a 
bus ride of where I live, and the 
internet often proved the most 
up to date and convenient source. 
I would happily go thirty or forty 
minutes for a commute, but it’s 
more about the cost.” 

The increase in number of 
applications employers are 
receiving means jobseekers’ CVs 
and cover letters need to be 
clearly state how they meet the 
criteria for the position. 

‘‘When making an application 
you have to get straight to 
the point, don’t mess around 
giving employers loads of 
superfluous information and try 
and use key words from the job 
advertisements,” said Rebecca 
Clarke, resourcing adviser at the 
Chartered Institute of Personnel 
and Development. 

Laura Justice, who just landed 


her dream job as an extras agent 
in London, said that she used a 
mixture of networking, job boards 
and local advertising in her hunt 
for a position. 



‘‘I emailed my CV and had to 
provide a reference before the 
interview. I think it was crucial to 
make it a lot more detailed and 
include all of my responsibilities on 
a day-to-day basis, as well as what 
I have achieved over the last 
two years,” she said. 

Formatting a curriculum 
vitae in a functional style 
can also help jobseekers 
find work outside of their 
previous experience. This 


method lists a candidate’s skills 
on the front page, rather than 
beginning with a bullet point job 
history in the traditional style. 

‘‘It’s getting people interviews, 
there’s no two way about that,” 
said career coach Tim Curtis:‘‘The 
danger with the traditional reverse 
chronological method is that if 
someone is skimming it to make 
a fairly instant decision they only 
look at the last job and don’t take 
into account the different skills 
sets.”

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Foden hoping to be 
given Nations chance 


SUPER Saint Ben Foden 
has been told by Eng¬ 
land the Six Nations will 
be his chance to shine. 

Foden was watched by the 
England coaches as he pro¬ 
duced a man of the match 
display to inspire Saints to a 
34-0 win over Perpignan on 
Sunday. 

It was the first time the 
French champions had been 
‘nilled’ in the Heineken Cup, 
and it was the first time they 
had been ripped apart by 
Foden. 

The 24-year-old was ‘livid’ 
at not getting a chance in the 
autumn internationals, but 
England attack coach Brian 
Smith and boss Martin John¬ 
son have reassured the inspi¬ 
rational full-back that he will 
be given game time in the Six 
Nations. 

Foden set up the opening try 
on Sunday for Chris Ashton 
with a typically brilliant 40- 
metre burst, and was heavily 
involved in the final last-gasp 
fourth try from Jon Clarke 
that could be so crucial in the 
final reckoning to qualify for 
the quarter-finals. 

After impressing in one top 
European encounter, Foden 
will want to do the same again 
against the two-time cham¬ 
pions Munster at Thomond 
Park on Friday night. 

“I have been on the fringes 
for a year and a half, so it is 
time I made the next step and 
put in a few performances 
and hopefully get some game 
time,” said Foden. 

“The England coaches were 
very positive in the way they 
talked to me. They were en¬ 


thusiastic and said ‘this is 
your time, you will get a bet¬ 
ter shot this time’. 

“I am fit and healthy and 
raring to go, I am chomping at 
the bit. I saw the autumn se¬ 
ries as a missed opportunity. 

“They are giving me an¬ 
other go at it and I will go to 
the training and really throw 
it down to Delon (Armitage). 

He is back playing brilliantly, 
so I have got to be at the top 
of my game if I am going to 
knock somebody like him out 
of the 15 shirt. 

“Our Heineken Cup quali¬ 
fication hopes go on to the 
last game at Munster, which 
is an occasion that every player 
dreams of. 

“To play one of the best 
teams in Europe away with 
everything to play for is going 
to be quite something.” 

Foden added: “England 
have said I have been called 
up as a specialist full-back 
with Delon. 

“What they said was very 
positive. 

“I have got one more game 
to justify being selected and 
push for that shirt. 

“Delon was probably the 
stand out player from the 
Six Nations for England last 
year. 

“I played against him re¬ 
cently, I know he is at the top 
of his game and I didn’t have 
my best game that week with 
Brian Smith watching. 

“I want to be pushed 
as a player and push Delon. 

“If you have two players 
pushing each other along 
then it will bring out better
